FRED  LUTER 


Luter  welcomes  inclusion  of  African 
Americans  from  cooperating  churches 


mOOECREST,  N.C.  (BP)  - 
Southern  Baptist  Conventioa 
(SBQ  President  Fred  Luter 
exhorted  African  American 
believers  to  heighten  their  de¬ 
nominational  involvement 
while  also  n  eking  spiritual  re¬ 
newal  as  he  addrrated  the  Black 
Church  Leadership  and  Fam¬ 
ily  Conference  at  the  UfeWay 
Ridaecrest  Conference  Center 
in  North  Carolina. 

"They  [many  SBC  leaders) 
fully  expect  me  to  nominate 
more  Afiican  Americans  to 
serve  on  SBC  boards  and  com- 
mitteea,*  Luter  said  in  voicing 
bis  oommitineiit  to  Southern 
Baptist  diversity. 

^Brothers  and  sisters.  I'm 
excited  about  that,  but  let  me 
be  clear,"  be  said.  "You  and 
your  churches  must  be  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
nam  and  your  local  aatocia- 
tions  for  me  to  do  that.  It's  the 
way  the  SBC  operates." 

Luter,  pastor  of  New  Orleana' 
Franklin  Avenue  Churdi,  told 
the  1,200  attendees  at  the  con- 
ferenix,  also  known  as  Black 
(%urch  Week,  they  must  first 
be  fully  renewed  by  God  before 
they  can  eimect  to  be  fuDy  uti- 
UxedbyGoa. 

"Thm  are  things  the  Lord 
requires  of  you  and  expects  of 
you  if  you  say  'Here  am  I,  Lord; 
send  me,'*  said  Luter,  who 
preached  twice  during  the  Ji^ 
23-27  gathering  at  me  North 
Carolina  conference  center. 

‘There’s  not  a  day  that  goes  by 
when  we  are  not  .rifted  and  tried 
W  our  tonnenter,"  Luter  said. 
"None  of  us  are  exen^  from  at¬ 
tacks  of  die  enemy.  You  can  be 
single,  saved,  and  satisfied.  You 
can  be  widowed  and  wonderful. 
You  can  be  an  upstanding  usher 
I  or  a  devoted  deacon.  No  one  is 
I  exempt.  There  is  no  education 


or  vocation  which  exempts  you. 
The  enemy  will  do  all  he  can  to 
attack  the  minda  of  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  God. 

"If  you  are  going  to  be  vic¬ 
torious,  fsithfuT  to  God,  and  go 
where  God  sends  yo^  you  must 
have  a  renewed  mind,"  Luter 
said,  drawii^  from  Phfiippians 
2  to  describe  how  a  renewed 
mind  prepares  a  believer  for  a 
life  of  victory  and  obedience; 
n  A  renewed  mind  should 


(Phil.  2.S)-  "In  other  words, 
when  1  think  about  the  good¬ 
ness  of  Jesus  and  all  He  dia  for 
roe,  my  soul  shouts,"  Luter  said. 

■  A  renewed  mind  should 
help  you  think  about  your 
choices  (Phil.  2:7).  "Jesus  didn’t 
allow  His  heavenly  position  and 
reputation  to  affect  His  earthy 
responsibilities,*  Luter  said,  "if 
you  vrant  God  to  send  you,  you 
need  to  have  your  dedsKms  and 
choices  pleasiiig  to  your  heav¬ 
enly  Father." 

■  A  renewed  mind  should 
help  you  think  about  the  cross 
(Phu.  2:8).  "Every  time  we  take 
the  Lord’s  Supper  at  Franklin 
Avenue,  it  ia  an  opportunity  to 
turn  our  attention  and  remind 
us  about  the  cross  and  Jie  an¬ 
guish  He  went  through  for  us," 
Later  said. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the 
Week  were  40  professions  of 
faith  made  during  the  Centri- 
Puge  camp  held  concurrently 
for  diildten  and  youth. 

Black  Church  Week  has 
been  held  for  nearly  ao  years 
and  ia  the  foremost  opportu¬ 
nity  for  leaders  and  laypeople 
from  pre^minantiy  African 
American  congregations  to  join 
together  for  fellowship,  study, 
aim  wonhip. 

Individuals  from  27  states 
attended  the  conference  with 


breakout  training  sessions 
led  by  nearly  70  leaders  from 
LifeWay  Christian  Resources, 
Southern  Baptist  churdies,  the 
International  and  North  Ameri¬ 
can  mission  boards,  state  con¬ 
ventions.  and  SBC  seminaries. 

Jeffrey  Oirtis,  LifeWay’s  pro- 
nam  dimtor  for  the  we^  said 
file  annual  gathering  serves  as 
a  vital  connection  and  often  a 
starting  point  between  African 
American  congregations  snd 
the  SBC. 

"Black  Church  Week  ia  such 
an  important  event  because  H 
hdpa  create  an  awareness  of 
who  LifeWay  is  and  the  many 
biblical  solutions  and  services 
we  have  for  urban  and  black 
congregations,*  he  said.  "Also, 
the  we«  creates  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  who  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  are  and  the  scope  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention." 

Each  year  approximately  half 
of  the  attendees  are  first-timers, 
Chrtissakl. 

"We  hear  it  repeatedly  each 
year  that  they  weren’t  aware 
there  are  African  Americans 
serving  with  the  International 
Mission  Board.  Th^  didn't 
know  the  work  of  NAMB 
or  SBC  disaster  relief.  Th^ 
didn’t  know  about  the  six  SBC 
seminariiis  and  how  the  Co¬ 
operative  Fiogram  works  [for 
supporting  national  and  inter¬ 
national  misafons  and  minis¬ 
tries],*  Curtis  said.  "Awareness 
is  huge,  not  just  for  LifeWay 
but  for  the  SK." 

North  American  Missioa 
Bo^  President  Kevin  Ezell 
greeted  the  attendees  via  video 
and  expressed  his  exdtement 
at  the  increase  in  ethnic  church 
plants.  More  than  half  of  the
